The Supreme cou rt Judgeship. 

The appointment of Colonel Willis A. 
Hawkins to the supreme court judgeship 
is announced in another column. Colo- 
nel Hawkins is an able lawyer, and his 
decisions wi!l doubtless stand the test of 
criticism. 

In a general view of the case, the ap- 
pointment is an apt one. There have 
been about one dozen applications for 
the place, all coming from men distin- 


guished in the law, and iliustrious as cit- | 


izens, In about a month the legisiature 
meets to elect a judge, and each of these 
gentlemen will personally go before the 
legislature. To have appointed one of 
these would haveseriously prejudiced the 
claims of all the others. But Colonel 
Hawkins in applying stated that he could 
not consent to hold the place longer than 
the assembling of the legis!ature—that 
he could not afford to permanently give 
up his large and handsome practice. His 
appointment, therefore, leaves each can- 
didate equal with the other, and leaves 
the legislature free to select a judge 
without any bias created by incumbency. 


Arkansas and Vermont. 

Solid Arkansas voted yesterday, and 
solid Vermont wiil vote to-day, each for 
state officers and members of iegislature. 
One is as solidly democratic as the other 
is solidly republican, and it will be diffi- 
cult to make a political indicator out of 
the result in either state. In Arkansas 
the state ticket contained eight names, 
the head of the democratic, and candidate 
for governor, being Thomas J. Churchill. 
The greenbackers had a ful! ticket in the 
field, headed by William P. Parks. The 
republicans made no nominations, but 
were expected, although committed to 
hard money and eastern notions generally 
by the Chicago platform, to support the 
greenback ticket. Our telegraphic 
columns show how _ easily fu- 
sion was beaten. In 1876 
Tilden’s vote in the state was 58,071, 
Hayes’s, 38,669, and Cooper’s, 289. All 
the interest in the election of yesterday 
turned upon a proposed amendment to 
the constitution which forbids the im- 
position‘of any tax or the making of any 
appropriation to pay certain railroad and 
levee bonds issued by the reconstruc- 
tionists and also the bonds issued in set- 
tlement of the’ Holford claims. Upon 
this proposition to change the constitu- 
tion the democrats of the state were 
somewhat divided, Senator Garland being 
particularly energetic in his opposition 
to the repudiation of the bonds in ques- 
tion.

The Minority Campaign. 

Some of the more sensitive of those 
who support the absurd claims of Mr.

Unfortunately, those supporters of Mr. 
Norwood who strenuously 
against a classification which 
them, one and al!, summarily into the 
ranks of the disorganizers do not contro! 
the course of the campaign. The 
gramme has been mapped out by the 
leaders of the minority, and the purposes 
and intentions of the canvass must be 
judged by such manifestations as have 
been brought to the public attention of 
the people. 

~Tnese manifestations are cumulative. 
They cover the whole period of the can- 
vass thus far, and they point unmistaka- 
bly to a deliberate intention on the part 
of the leaders of the Norwood party to 
disorganize and destroy the democracy 
in the interest of faction. Let us review 
some of the more salient features of the 
canvass. Going back to the convention, 
we discover the leaders of the fragmen- 
tary minority offering the nomination to 
Dr. Felton. The explanations that have 
been made of the telegraphic correspond- 
ence with the great independent are not 
at all in keeping with subsequent devel- 
opments. The truth is, the telegram was 
sentin good faith, and had Dr. Felton 
accepted the proposition of the leaders of 
the Norwood party, he would to-day be 
the cendidate of the fragments of a frag- 
mentary minority. This fact may or may 
not be humiliating to Myr. Norwood; it is 
a fact, nevertheless. Apart from all this, 
however, the conditions under which the 
telegram was sent to Dr. Felton were 
such as to make it the first development 
of the intentions of those who came to 
the convention opposed to Gcovernor Col- 
quitt and to a majority of the people. In 
effect, it was an announcement to the 
public that rather than acquiesce in the 
known will of a majority of the people, 
the leaders of the minority were prepared 
to sacrifice not only the harmony and 
unity of the party, but the party itself. 
Their announcement that they would 
have supported Governor Colquitt if he 
had been nominated under the two-thirds 
rule must be received as a mere pretense, 
for the reason that, from their stand- 
point, the two-thirds rule would not 
have operated to make Governor Col- 
quitt’s candidature any more desirable 
than it is at present. The charge they 
bring against Governor Colquitt is, not 
that he was not’ nominated under the 
two-thirds rule, but that his administra- 
tion is corrupt. 
The next development in the pro- 
gramme of the Norwood party is strictly 
in keeping with the suggestion in the 
Felton telegram that the organized de- 
mocracy has had its day. It is an anony- 
mous circular entitled “The Convict 
“Catechism,” and while purporting to 
be an attempt to identify Governor Col- 
quitt with the convict lease system is 
really an insidious attack upon the dem- 
ocratic party, and an incendiary appeal 
to the worst passions of a class. More- 
over, it is an insult to every respectable. 
colored man for the reason that it pro- 
ceeds upon the assumption that every 
negro is a candidate for the chain- 
gang. In his LaGrange speech, Mr. 
Norwood was shrewd enough to 
give the insult a broader basis, 
remarking with pathetic eloquence that 
“none of us know how soon we may be 
“in the chain-gang.”’ Some of the or-
